Load the EMULATE diskette in drive A and the 5520/PC DEMO diskette in drive 
B. 


Power on. The PC comes up in emulation mode. 
Notice the status line at the top of the screen. 


Examine the template to see where all the keys are on the emulated 
keyboard. Note some of the keys you will be using frequently in this 
demonstration: the CODE key (labeled ALT on the PC), the Main Menu key 
(on the front of the key labeled F2), the RET key (labelled with a bent 
arrow), and the ENTER key (labelled CAPS LOCK). For the demonstration 
instructions, when you are in 5520 mode, the keys are called by their 
5520 names; when you are in PC mode, they are called by their PC names. 


Sign on to the 5520 as DEMO1 (no password).

Request USE "pc profit report." Note the lack of visible WP controls. 
LINE ADVANCE and CHAR RET to show carrier return in the audit window. 


Press CODE + Control Char (5 on the ten-key pad) to show visible WP 
controls. 


Press CODE + Main Menu to display the IBM 5520/Personal Computer 
Attachment Task Selection Menu (after this point referred to as the PC 
Main Menu). Note that the defaults work just as they do on the 5520, but 
this menu is only available with the emulation program. We will come 
back to this menu several times to try out the various options, but for 
now press ENTER to return to the document. 


Pretend you are a financial analyst who uses VisiCalc to prepare a financial 
report. You have created the letter that you looked at in Step 2 above (pc 
profit report) and now you want to attach to it the VisiCalc report you have 
prepared with all the calculations. In order to include this report, you 
must first convert it to a 5520 format: 7

PAGE ADVANCE to an empty page 3. 


Press CODE + Main Menu and key "dfc" for data file convert. We are going 
to convert a report you have stored on the demo diskette from its DOS 
format to a 5520 document. 


Key FC2 for DOS to 5520 file convert. 


The report has een saved as a file called "profit" on the diskette in 
drive B. Key "b:profit" for the file name (the "b:" tells the system 
which drive to go to). On the next line, option advance and key 
"b:conve'" for the name of the conversion profile. IBM provides 
instructions for creating conversion profiles such as this one that we 
are using to convert the VisiCalc report. Press ENTER. 


ENTER twice more. We have the diskettes already inserted. 


When the conversion is complete, you will get a message. ENTER to get 
back into the document.

Look at the report you have just converted. It should be a page of 
numbers. PAGE RETURN and VAR ADVANCE to get to end of page 2. JOIN PAGE 
(CODE + SPLIT PAGE).

Now pretend you are a professional who uses EasyWriter on your PC at home to 
do some rough draft work instead of handwriting it. You can take the PC 
diskette with you to work and convert the rough draft to 5520 document for 
revision, formatting, and high quality printing.

You are 
going to convert the rough draft document called "5520pc" into 
Easydemol.

Key "b:5520pc" for file name and on the next line, option advance once 
so you can key "b:coneasy" for the name of the conversion profile. You 
can have multiple conversion profiles on the PC, since different 
programs use different control characters.

A family of terminals which attach or communicate to a large 
number of IBM computers. 


American Standard Code for Information Interchange. A standard 
8-bit code (usually 7 data bits and 1 parity bit) used to 
represent data. The IBM Personal Computer Disk Operating System 
uses ASCII. 


An abbreviation for "asynchronous" which is a mode of data 
communications for computers. Asynchronous communications is 
characterized by sending one character of data at a time 
synchronized by using a start bit and a stop bit. It is also 
called "start-stop'" transmission. The IBM Personal Computer can 
communicate to other systems using asynchronous transmission. 


A programming language available on the IBM Personal Computer 
and many other computer systems. 


An abbreviation for "binary synchronous" which is a mode of data 
communications for computers. It is also often abbreviated 
"BSC.'' Bisynce communications is charac’ rized by sending a 
series or block of characters, synchronized on either side of the 
block with control bits. The IBM 5520 communicates to many 
office systems devices using binary synchronous communicati-ns. 


Distributed Office Systems Support. A program written to run on 
the IBM 370 family of computers that allows various IBM office 
systems devices to distribute documents, store documents on the 
host computer disk library, and request other host computer 
services such as use of a host-attached printer. As of June, 
1983, DISOSS support has been announced for 8100 DOSF, 5520, 
Displaywriter, and Scanmaster. 


Disk Operating System. An operating system program used by the 
IBM Personal Computer. It is the required operating system when 
using IBM Personal Computers as display stations on the IBM 5520 
Administrative System.

An abbreviation for "hexadecimal." Many computers use a 
hexadecimal numbering system instead of the normal decimal 
(10-based) numbering system. The hexadecimal system uses powers 
of 16 instead of 10 for counting. As examples, the decimal 
number 25 is expressed as the hexadecimal 19; the number 11 is 
expressed as the letter B. 


A term for a large computer, the controlling or highest level 


system in a communications configuration. 


An abbreviation for kilobytes. One kilobyte equals 
approximately 1000 characters of data. Thus, when a system is 
said, for example, to have 64K of memory, it means that the 
working area of the computer has 64,000 available positions for 
the storage of characters. 


A programming language available on the IBM Personal Computer. 


Systems Network Architecture. A gene~alized architecture 
intended to standardize a diverse environuent which includes a 
variety of hardware (computers, terminals, printers); common 
carrier offerings (lines, satellites); and system so”‘ware 
(operating systems, control programs, microcode) into a 
logically consistent whole. The ultimate goal of SNA is to 
define the relationship among the system elements in such a 
standardized way that any user may be attached to any application 
function on demand. 


Synchronous Data Link Control. A mode of data communications for 
computers. ‘SDLC was designed as the line control discipline for 
SNA communication links. SDLC allows message and control 
information to be sent in a single transmission, and multiple 
frames can be transmitted before a response is required. SDLC 
supports transmission in both directions simultaneously - 
resulting in efficient utilization of the communications line. 
This capability was not available with previous (BSC and Async) 
IBM line controls. The 5520 uses SDLC communications to other 
5520s and to DISOSS. 


To change from one form into another. For example, the 5520/PC 
attach program provides conversion profiles to change data or 
documents from their form on the PC (a DOS ASCII file) to its 
form on the 5520 and vice versa.
